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Scientist/Children's Book Author Visits OHS

Loree Griffin Burns knew when she was a young 
student that she loved science - and writing - and on 
June 1 she shared her passion for both of her hfe's callings 
with sixth grade students at Old Hammondtown School, 
highlighting her book Tracking Trash: Flotsam, Jetsam, and 
the Science of Ocean Motion. 

The story behind the children's book began back 
in 1992 when shipping containers from a cargo ship fell 
into the sea, breaking open to release 30,000 floating 
bathtub toys into the Pacific Ocean. As Burns dove into 
the history of the accident that quickly turned into a 
unique study on ocean currents, she managed to weave 
into her presentation awareness on the damaging effects 
plastic is having on the oceans and marine life. 

In 2003, Burns read a headline in her local 
newspaper that caught her attention. "Duckies floating 
to eastern beaches,'' it read. It seemed that 11 years after 
the accident, these plastic bath toys had been carried from 
one coast to the other coast and were finally hitting the 
beaches of Massachusetts. 

"I found this odd and fascinating at the same 
time," said Burns. She found herself asking questions like, 
whose job was it to track 30,000 rubber ducks across the 
ocean? How would one do it, and, of course, why? 

The idea captured her imagination, compelling 
Burns to contact the man who made it his business to 
track plastic toys floating across the globe on the ocean 
currents. Dr. Curt Ebbesmeyer is his name, and his 
passion is to understand the ocean movements and 
surface currents of the planet's oceans. 

Ebbesmeyer not only tracked the bath toys, but he 
even tracked the movement of 70,000 Nike sneakers that 
spilled from a shipping freighter into the Pacific Ocean off 
the coast of Alaska. 

Burns held up a sneaker and a bathtub toy like

the ones Ebbesmeyer tracked. 

"What could you possibly want to track in the 
ocean besides junk like this?" Burns asked the students. 
Oil spills was the most important, said Burns. "He 
(Ebbesmeyer) can say where the slick will move next." 

Burns found Ebbesmeyer and the bathtub 
toy accident "quirky and interesting," resulting in her 
children's book that explores the flow of the ocean 
currents and, ever so gently, exposes a growing problem 
of trash and plastic junk in the world's oceans in a way 
that wasn't "depressing," she said. 

Charles Moore, a scientist with whom Burns 
worked while researching the material for the book, also 
worked with the floating junk of the oceans, but he is 
more interested in what the plastic does rather than to 
where it floats. 

The truth is, said Burns, people are still finding 
these bathtub toys 23 years after the accident, "And 
they're basically in the same condition," although, 
perhaps, a bit bleached by the sun and salt water 
exposure. 

"They do not break down. The plastic itself will

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never break down into its basic elements/' said Burns. 
The way plastic "breaks down'' is bit-by-bit, breaking into 
smaller pieces all the way down to the microscopic level 
and never ceasing to exist. The plastic that reaches the 
ocean remains in the ocean. Moore was onto an important 
study but, unlike Ebbesmeyer's, "This is not so funny," 
Burns said. 

We have a lot of trash in the ocean, said Burns, 
"But this isn't the book I wanted to write." 

What helped change the direction of the 
book to a more positive tone was a beach cleanup 
event she witnessed at Revere Beach affiliated with 
the "International Coastal Cleanup." Burns asked the 
students how many of them had ever participated in a 
beach cleanup. Only one raised her hand. 

Burns said the number one object recovered 
from the one and a half-mile stretch of beach during the 
cleanup in Revere was cigarette butts - roughly 3,500 of 
them. 

School volunteer Debra Nettles asked Burns if 
plastic trash, such as the junk that washes ashore from 
cargo shipping accidents, could wash up in Marion and 
Mattapoisett, since the shoreline is somewhat "sheltered" 
by the bay. 

"I think we're kind of isolated," said Nettles. And 
with the shape of the Marion Harbor, Burns said, the coast 
is rather protected from trash such as the bath toys. 

"A lot of cargo ships lose cargo. I was 
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astonished/' said Burns. Thousands of containers fall into 
the ocean every year spilling their contents. ''But that's 
probably about 10 percent of the trash on beaches. . .. The 
rest comes from land. It comes from us. We all need to 
deal with it." 

Burns' book has been added to the Old 
Hammondtown Library at the school, and can be found 
at all three libraries in Tri-Town. After the presentation. 
Burns talked more seriously about the problem of plastic 
trash and junk in our waters. 

Studies of ocean animals and marine birds show 
a high percentage of them all have some sort of plastic 
debris in their digestive systems. 

"And they're dying of starvation because they're 
so full of plastic," said Burns. "They don't even know 
they're hungry." 

Burns said our single-use culture has come to a 
pivotal point where biodegradable forms of plastic must 
be developed in order to cease producing more plastic 
waste that will enter the food chain of all marine life. 

"It just gets really, really dark," said Burns. "You 
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educate yourself and you do what you can/' 

A sixth grade student, said Burns, might find it 

hard to grasp the severity of the situation, "But if you can 

plant a little seed. . /' 

"If the presentation grabs just one kid, then I'm 

happy," said Nettles. 

MLT Hosts "Stranding'' Lecture 

Mattapoisett Land Trust

After a glorious morning walking their newest 
nature trail, feasting on potluck in the Friends community 
room and holding a brief annual meeting, Gary Johnson, 
outgoing president of the Mattapoisett Land Trust, 
introduced Kathy Zagzebski, executive director of the 
National Marine Wildlife Center. 

Zagzebski was on a mission - a mission to 
educate humans on their dramatic impact on oceanic 
wildlife, and how that impact can help or hurt the 
animals. 

Beginning with an explanation of the work of 
the National Marine Wildlife Center located in Buzzards 
Bay and then moving on to the types of endangered 
species that live in close proximity in and around Cape 
Cod, Zagzebski held the MLT members' attention from 
beginning to end for a solid informative hour. 

Zagzebski said the work done at the center is to 
provide medical attention to injured or stranded turtles 
and seals. She explained that Cape Cod is a "stranding 
hotspot" with dozens of seals and hundreds of dolphins 
and turtles being treated each year due to a variety of 
medical and environmental issues. 

In 2014 alone, 1,232 turtles were recovered from 
the Cape Cod area suffering from either injury or disease. 
With the combined assistance of the Massachusetts 
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Audubon Society, New England Aquarium, NOAA, 
USFWS and Zagzebski's organization, 71 percent lived. 
However, due to a lack of ''beds'' available at the local 
level, 60 percent of those animals had to be transported 
to other states that could provide medical attention. 
This 2014 event, she said, "overwhelmed the stranding 
network." She said it takes months to rehabilitate sick or 
injured turtles, further straining available services. 

On the theme of what can we do to help, 
Zagzebski told the MLT members to share with people in 
the community who to contact should they find a turtle in 
distress and, more importantly, to keep trash and plastic 
out of the ocean environment. 

Sadly, Zagzebski said that more than 50 percent 
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of turtles taken into care are found to have plastic in the 
digestive systems. 

''Turtles feed on jelly fish. A plastic bag 
underwater looks and moves like a jelly fish,'' she said. 
One of the primary foods of all ocean turtles is the 
jellyfish. 

Zagzebski also spoke of the plight of seals 
throughout the area. She said the National Marine 
Wildlife Center is the only seal hospital in all of New 
England, but it has very little capacity in terms of the 
number of animals that can receive care at any given time. 
Humans and human activities are the primary reasons 
seals sustain injury or suffer a negative impact, she noted, 
with seal pup disturbance at the top of the list. 

When a harbor seal hunts, she will leave her 
pup in a location she is well aware of - a specific location 
selected to give the pup maximum protection while she 
is fishing. These adorable pups are often perceived as 
being abandoned and are collected by good-intentioned 
humans who do all the wrong things in their zealous 
efforts to provide aid. "Leave them alone," Zagzebski 
said. 

Zagzebski provided important contact 
information to share with everyone. If you find a seal 
or seal pup living or deceased, call the IFAW at 508-743- 
9548. If you find an ocean turtle in similar condition, 
contact the Massachusetts Audubon Society at 508-349- 
2615. 
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Zagzebski's parting words were, "Keep trash 
out of the environment, spread the word about seals and 
turtles, and volunteer time and resources../'

IDC Seeks to Dissolve, Article 17 Passed Over 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen and the 
Industrial Development Commission (IDC) met June 1 to 
discuss Article 18 of the Annual Town Meeting warrant to 
dissolve the IDC, and selectmen also decided to skip over 
Article 17 on Town Meeting floor. 

The IDC came to discuss its future and the future 
of the $88,335 that had remained unspent in its allotment 
since 1984. 

The IDC decided that, as an organization, it was 
no longer needed in the Town of Rochester and it should 
be dissolved to free up the IDC funds for other needs. 

"What the IDC would like to do is to withdraw 
those funds, to close that account, and so that that money 
can be appropriated for the snow and ice removal (costs 
from this year),'' IDC member and Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Nunes said. 

The IDC was created as a source of funding 
earmarked to assist industrial businesses in developing in 
the Town of Rochester. According to Town Administrator 
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Michael McCue, there has never been a situation of that 
sort in town since the creation of the fund. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey explained why there 
was no longer a need for the IDC. 

"This issue is that in small towns, such as 
Rochester, the statute that the IDC is under has very 
limited reasons or purposes that you're allowed to use 
the money," said Bailey, "for certain things like industrial 
development studies and things like that." He continued, 
"While we certainly appreciate the creation of it when 
SEMASS started it, it's really not something the Town of 
Rochester needs, frankly, and this money's been sitting 
there for quite a long time." 

This $88,000, once freed up, is how the Town 
hopes to cover some of the cost of the over-expended 
snow and ice removal budget from fiscal year 2015. 

Money will initially be taken from the 
stabilization fund to pay for the snow and ice removal 
for the 2014/ 2015 winter, which brought more than 60 
inches of snowfall for the town by the end of March and 
caused the total cost of snow removal to exceed $160,000. 
The corresponding amount will then be applied from the 
newly-dissolved IDC account to the stabilization fund. 

The vote passed unanimously following little 
discussion. 

Prior to the IDC meeting, the Board of Selectmen 
heard from Chuck Shay, appraisal technician for the Town 
on the subject of Article 17. 

According to Nunes, Article 17 was intended as 
a way to do a preliminary semi-annual tax collection to 
estimate tax bills from the previous year. 

"The reason for doing that would be so that we 
could send out a tax bill and get revenue," Nunes said 
after the meeting. "What's happened in the past is that 
tax bills have to go out before the end of the calendar 
year and the Department of Revenue has had typically 
been unable to certify the tax rate at the end of the year." 
Nunes continued, "So the treasurer would have to request 
the Board of Selectmen do short-term borrowing into the 
stabilization fund so that we can pay the Town's bills." 

He further explained that this practice would hurt 
the Town's credit.

"Peter's background and training is perfect for 
our unit/' said Cormier. "He'll be a tremendous asset to 
my department." 

Following a brief discussion and some light 
joking, the board voted unanimously to appoint 
Bourgault to the positions of assistant harbormaster and 
assistant shellfish officer. 

The board heard from Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson on the status of two projects underway 
for the Town of Marion. The first is the development of 
the new bike path, a multi-town, multi-state project that 
would stretch 70 miles and connect Providence, R.I. to 
Provincetown. 

Last week, Dawson met with members 
of the Marion Pathway Committee, officials from 
the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD), and the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation. In the meeting, it was 
announced that funding has been put into place in the 
federal fiscal year 2019 budget for the construction of the 
Marion bike path. 

"They have placed funding in the amount of 
approximately $3.4 million to cover the construction costs 
of the bike path from the Mattapoisett town line, down 
over the railroad bed, through and over to Front Street 
and across through to Washburn park," Dawson said. "It 
was really good news all around." 

The funds will be available for FY19, which 
begins on October 1, 2018. 

"While that may seem far off, it really isn't that 
far away," Dawson said. 

Additionally, Dawson updated the board on the 
search for a new fire chief. 

"We have completed the preliminary process of 
the fire chief search," he said. "We will have a series of 
interviews for the full Board of Selectmen to have." 

The first interviews will take place at 5:30 pm on 
Thursday, June 4. The second series of interviews will take 
place at 6:00 pm on Tuesday, June 9. The interviews are all 
open to the public and will take place at the Town House

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy. What can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating habits 
and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary 
obstruction if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods 
that are safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that 
are readily devoured by most cats. There are also 
a number of urinary formula cat food that are sold 
in grocery stores that may help prevent urinary 
obstructions.

First Zero-Lot Line Project Proposed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

No sooner did the ink dry on the new zoning 
bylaw allowing construction of duplex residences with 
zero lot lines before The Preserve at the Bay Club Director 
Ted Gowdy came before the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
to propose just such a project. 

A cul-de-sac within the Bay Club boundary lines 
currently named Split Road Lane was originally laid 
out to contain single-family homes. Gowdy armed with 
a new set of drawings, displayed for the members an 
updated plan that would contain 22 residences within 11 
duplex structures. This informal meeting, which had been 
requested by Gowdy, was intended to help him determine 
the next steps to secure permitting for the project. 

'T wanted to give you a preview of what we plan 
on doing,'' Gowdy told the board members. If all goes 
well, he hopes to begin construction as soon as the fall of 
2015. 

Chairman Tom Tucker stated, 'Tf zoning allows it, I 
don't see a problem. . 

The permit that allowed the Bay Club to construct 
a cluster subdivision set the number of residences at a 
finite total of 189. If the duplex project is permitted, it 
will add to the number of residences already constructed 
without exceeding that number. 

Tucker told Gowdy that, in light of the proposed 
project being the first to test the public's appetite for this 
type of housing option, he should plan to have all his 
details in line. 

"We should have a full public hearing," 
said Tucker. "I don't want anyone to say something 
underhanded was done.... Let's go through all the hoops." 

Board members Mary Grain and Karin Field

only after some discussion with abutters who said they 
had negative experiences with the signs that have hung 
during months when they were prohibited, with some 
blowing into neighboring yards. 

Paul Moore, who lives beside the field on Mary's 
Pond Road, said all signs currently at the field are not 
painted green on the back like the special permit requires, 
and some are even lying on the ground. 

''They just blow around," said Moore. "They sit in 
the dirt." 

The signs - paid for by advertisers that support 
the league - are displayed along two of the ball fields 
facing the interior ball field fence so as to remain unseen 
from the road. The 1993 special permit required the backs 



be painted green with advertisements facing infield, 
limited to 42 signs no larger than 32 feet by 48 feet, and 
only displayed from April 15 to August 7. 

"The fact that the signs are not being well 
maintained is beyond the scope of what we're trying 
to do this evening," said ZBA member Kirby Gilmore. 
Other than the number and size of, and the time frame for 
displaying the signs, "We don't have any control. . ." 

Abutter Karen Audet said she has found some of 
the signs in her yard, especially over the winter with the 
storms. 

"I've never complained, but I've just put them 
back in the fields," said Audet, recommending the league 

take the signs down every year when the season ends.

the plan for a new solar energy facility slated for Tucker 
Lane, and Chairman Robert Lane on June 1 promised 
Clean Energy Collective representatives a Planning Board 
process ''as smooth and expeditious as possible/' 

This solar farm project will be the first in the 
Town of Marion under the Town's new solar bylaw. 

Still in the preliminary stages of planning 
before a submitted application for a Special Permit, the 
one-megawatt solar farm will produce electricity for a 
program called "SolarPerks" that offers all EverSource 
customers the chance to go solar, while also receiving a 
5-percent discount off their monthly bill. 

Community Solar Manager for Clean Energy 
Collective Greg Carey said their solar energy program 
is different from others because, instead of selling the 
electricity to municipalities and pumping the excess back 
into the grid, the program offers solar energy directly to 
the residents with no money down. 

"Residents who want to go solar . . . but perhaps 
can't afford to put solar on their house," said Carey. "And 
residents get a discount each month on their electric bill." 

The 6.5-acre lot has been a field for as long as any 
of the board members could remember, meaning no clear- 
cutting of trees and brush is needed for preconstruction. 
The access point for the solar farm would be from a 
Rochester entry point off Mary's Pond Road with the 
actual facility in Marion. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering said he would

CVS Project Continues to Continue 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Jean Perry 
After multiple requests to continue the public 
hearing for LEG Environmental Consultants, affiliated 
with the proposed CVS project, the Marion Conservation 
Commission on May 27 wondered how much longer 
they should honor the company's requests to continue 
continuing. 

The first public hearing to address the Request for 
Determination of Applicability to establish the wetlands 
lines at the property located at the corner of Route 6 and 
Front Street was October 22, and the hearing has been 
continued several times since the beginning of this year 

Although a formal plan had not yet been 
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submitted, a Conservation Commission majority 
informed the representatives of the CVS project during 
that October meeting that it adamantly opposed allowing 
any construction within the designated floodplain or 
wetlands buffer zone on the lot. 

On May 27, with another request from the 
applicant to continue the public hearing until August 
26, commission members started asking whether or not 
they should allow, or could cease to allow, any further 
continuations. 

"It's become a joke of just make an appointment 
and continue it/' said ConCom member Jeffrey Doubrava. 
"[They] make an appointment and continue it and any 
townspeople who would like to follow this case have had 
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to essentially come to every Conservation Commission 
[meeting] in the last six months/' 

Commission member Steve Gonsalves asked 
if there was any rule that prohibits the applicant from 
requesting continuance after continuance. Chairman 
Norman Hills said he thinks not. 

In defense of the continuances, Gonsalves said 
he did not find the many requests "a bad joke/' and 
advocated to allow another continuance. 

"The bottom line is, I know this is a pretty big 
project,'' said Gonsalves, "and I can respect . . . that they 
want to have their i's dotted and their t's crossed." He 
continued, "I think ... we should give them what they 
need and work with them." 

Hills said that unless LEC Environmental comes 
back with some information, creates an escrow account 
for the commission to hire an engineer, or takes action to 
move the matter forward, the commission should close 
the public hearing and issue the RDA "with not exactly 
what they're looking for." 

"To date, they have not posted that (escrow) 
money so nothing has happened," said Hills. "They either 
need to post the money [or] come up with a plan that 
looks like they're actually going to do something...." 

Gonsalves suggested the commission makes 
those suggestions while continuing until the August 26 
meeting, and the other members agreed. 

"I think that's fair," said Doubrava, also retracting 
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the word "joke'' he used earlier when describing the 
string of continuances. "But this was originally posted in 
October." 

The vote to continue was unanimous. 

"They've got three months to figure out what 
they need to do," said Hills, "and it is the intention of this 
board to not continue it after that. So they need to decide 
what to do." 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Kids Enjoy Trial Breakfast Program

Rochester Memorial School held its first of two 
days piloting a school breakfast program on May 21, 
and on June 2 RMS Principal Derek Medeiros told the 
Rochester School Committee what he heard in response 
from the students. 

"The feedback I received from the students was 
pretty exciting," said Medeiros. "The children were just 
really excited. It was awesome." 

One of the fifth grade students told Medeiros 
the school should' ve been doing the breakfast program 
all along so he could have enjoyed it for longer, said 
Medeiros. Medeiros had been working towards 
establishing a school breakfast program at RMS for some 
time. 

"We do have some kinks to work out," Medeiros 
said. "We did see some bumps in the road that we're 
going to try to improve. . ." 

The second trial run for the breakfast will be June 
18 when sixth graders will experience breakfast at RMS 
for the first time. They were on a field trip on May 21, so 
they missed the first breakfast trial run. 

Medeiros said that even if surveys of the students 
and parents churn out data not favorable to a full-time 
breakfast program, just changing the way kids enter the 
school in the morning like they did for the breakfast was 
a positive enough experience for possible changes in the 
morning routine.

for longer periods of time before entering the school, but 
on May 21 students were taken immediately inside. 

"It was nice to get the kids right off the bus . . .

After the June 18 breakfast trial, Medeiros will 
gather data from surveys to determine the viability of a 
breakfast program next year and will make a decision 
during the summer. 

In other matters, the Rochester School Committee 
and central school administration are preparing to attend 
the June 8 Annual Town Meeting in Rochester in support 
of the fiscal year 2016 RMS school budget. 

The Town, after working closely with the 
committee and administration over the past few months, 
has offered the district a little bit more wiggle room in its 
budget, particularly when it came to special education 
spending. The initial revised FY16 budget totaled 
$5,780,984, and the budget to appear on the warrant will 
be $5,798,410. The FY16 budget is up $126,067 from last 
year.

Tabor Graduates Class of 2015 

Tabor Academy News

The Tabor Academy community came together 
at the campus waterfront on May 26 to celebrate the 
graduation of the Class of 2015. 

Local graduate Logan Russell of Marion opened 
the ceremony with the National Anthem and 1971 
graduate Carmine Martignetti addressed the guests as the 
chair of the Board of Trustees. 
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Co-Heads of School Ned Mitchell and Hadley 
Ramsay gave heartfelt speeches about their experiences at 
Tabor. 

'T have been loved by hundreds more people 
than if I'd chosen to stay home/' reflected Ramsay about 
her choice to attend Tabor and the relationships she has 
formed over the past four years. 

Travis Roy, founder of the Travis Roy Foundation, 
graduated from Tabor in 1995 and headed to Boston 
University where he would play on the hockey team. In 
his very first collegiate game, Roy was paralyzed from the 
neck down. 

Despite his tragic accident, Roy has remained 
positive and has done a tremendous amount of good over 
the past 20 years he has been confined to a wheelchair. 
Roy spoke candidly about his experiences, urging 
students, faculty, and family members to enjoy "real 
moments" whether they are solitary or shared with 
others. 

Roy also discussed the importance of expressing 
how we feel. 

"Telling the people around us that we love them 
should be a daily occurrence, not something saved for 
special occasions," said Roy 

Roy mentioned that the first thing he would do if 
he were to get out of his wheelchair would be to hug the 
people he loved. He described the power of hugs, saying 
if one is not ready to verbally express their admiration, 
they shouldn't "be afraid to give them a hug." 

President of Tabor's Cum Laude Society Chapter 
Kelli McS weeny then inducted the newest members into 
the society. 

"The Cum Laude Society was initiated in 1906 
'to give scholastic achievement of seniors as much 
recognition as that given to other activities,"' said 
McS weeny "The society grants a limited number of 
memberships to schools of superior academic quality." 

For a student to earn membership in the Tabor 
Cum Laude chapter, McS weeny said, he or she must 
maintain a 90 average in each semester of the junior and 
senior years "in a rigorous, challenging, and broad course 
of study that includes at least three Honors or AP courses 
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in each year/' 

This year, 19 students were inducted, making up 
about 14 percent of the graduating class.

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St. Gabriers Raises Funds for Charity 

Since September 2014, Sunday School students 
at St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church in Marion raised 
money for three charities of their choice: the Fairhaven 
Animal Shelter, care packages to deployed military 
service members, and Heifer International. Fundraising 
efforts included selling hand-drawn Christmas card sets, 
bake sales, and solicitation of direct donations from the 
congregation. Overall, the children were able to send 22 
care packages to sailors, marines, soldiers, and airmen in 
five overseas deployments and on one aircraft carrier, and 
raised $5,180 in cash. 

On Thursday, May 28 the students gathered at 
the Fairhaven Animal Shelter to present Animal Control 
Officer Kelly Massey with a check for $1,727, one-third of 
their total cash fundraising efforts. The students visited 
with the cats and dogs currently housed at the shelter, and 
learned about how their donation would help provide 
care for the animals.

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Generation Baby Buster. A documentary directed by 
Terra Renton. Running time: 91 minutes. 

The hero of the Canadian documentary 
Generation Baby Buster is Lenore Skenazy, a columnist 
who made the mistake of trusting her nine-year-old 
son to ride the New York subway by himself, and 
then made the further mistake of writing about it. 
The mistake lay in doing these things in an era of 
overprotective helicopter parenting. Skenazy was 
pilloried far and wide, and in response she has 
become an advocate for "free-range" parenting. Her 
point is that it's actually safer for kids now than it 
was in the days when parents let their kids run off by 
themselves; the difference is that the media hammers 
on the perceived dangers without any perspective or 
rationality. 

Skenazy is one of the featured interviewees in 
Generation Baby Buster, among several others (mostly 
women) who talk to filmmaker Terra Renton about 
why many women hesitate to have kids today. We 
hear a few possible explanations, most of which sound 
plausible. Renton herself isn't sure she wants kids, 
and she isn't sure why she feels that way. Isn't she 
supposed to want to be a mom? Isn't being a mom the 
highest level of womanhood? Aren't kids the best thing 
that could happen to a woman? Well ... not necessarily 
for every woman. 

The movie is fairly apolitical, and it doesn't 
really fall on the anti-kids side. Mainly it speaks for 
choice, and notes that much of the pressure on young 
women to have kids, and then to be the "correct" kind 
of mother ~ selfless, anxiously protective, living solely 
for the kids — comes from other women. A woman 
who chooses to be child-free is often judged as selfish; 
child-free men generally aren't subjected to the same 
judgment. But even when women become mothers, 
they are supposed to be endlessly happy and grateful 



for it, unlike mothers of past generations who felt free 
to grouse about their kids to their friends. These days, 
a mother admitting her annoyances to other mothers 
might be frowned on. 

Renton keeps the movie active and engaging, 
with quick-fade editing, a bit of animation, and brief 
silent dramatizations. The many toddlers are filmed 
even-handedly: some are cute and funny, some are 
loud and gross. The experts who have written the 
books we see on Renton' s shelf are mostly older people 
who remember when things seemed simpler for 
parents. The consensus seems to be that well-meaning 
(and largely upper-middle-class) parents in the 
Western world have complicated parenting needlessly. 
I think Lenore Skenazy nails it when she blames the "if 
it bleeds, it leads" nature of what passes for journalism 
now. The news has been reduced to a klaxon of 
DANGER! DANGER! that deafens everyone and keeps 
parents and kids alike in a constant state of fear. 

Into this culture of smothering paranoia comes 
women like Renton, wondering if she would make 
a good mother, or if she even wants to be a mother. 
Simply to ask these questions in the current climate is 
itself heroic. Renton doesn't say nobody should have 
kids. If you want them, have them, and have fun. 
What she does say, eloquently, is that asking those 
questions, and acting accordingly, should be viewed as 
equally valid as having kids. The unspoken question, 
though, is this: If motherhood is such an important and 
beautiful thing, why do so many mothers allow this 
free-floating societal anxiety to rob the experience of its 
importance and beauty, leaving only stress and a sense 
of futility?

The rash usually 
lasts for 2-4 weeks. The Zoster vaccine has been shown in 
clinical trials to reduce the risk of shingles occurring by 
50%. It has also been shown to reduce the pain of shingles 
in those who get shingles even though they have been 
immunized. 

Currently, there are a limited number of doses of 
Zoster vaccine available through the Marion-Rochester 
Regional Health District. 

Insurance coverage for the Zoster vaccine is 
highly variable. Pre-approval from insurance companies 
is required prior to administering the vaccine. In some 
cases, co-pays may apply or residents may be asked 
to pay for the vaccine at time of service and seek 
reimbursement from their insurance company.
